The number of buyers is as important 
as the gross value of the property sold. 
The purchasers were numerous because 
the property was wanted in most cases for 
the erection of homes. More homes mean 
more tax-payers, more patrons for the 
civic services, more customers for the 
stores; a strengthening of the economic 
structure all along the line. 


THE PROVINCIAL LAND TAX 


The municipalities in Manitoba are to 
be relieved of the nuisance and odium of 
collecting the land tax for the Provincial 
Government. 

Municipal authorities in Alberta may 


gather hope from this that they too may | 


be freed of the burden of collecting the 
corresponding tax. They have from the 
first protested against the arrangement, 
as illogical and unfair; and they were 
right on both counts, 

If the Manitoba Government can get 
along without a land tax, or can collect its 
‘own land tax, the Government of Alberta 
should be able to do the same. And the 
‘municipalities of this province are not so 
happily situated that they can take a 
fmillion and a quarter dollars out of the 
pockets of their taxpayers per year for 
the provincial treasury without producing 
reactions of both financial and political 
character. 


LIABILITY INSURANCE 


A bill has been introduced in the par- 
liament of Great Britain to compel mo- 
torists to carry liability insurance. It is 
surprising that, in a country where popu- 
‘lation and traffic are so dense, the law has 
not long ago required this. Perhaps the 
explanation is that in Britain the taxes 
upon motor cars are so heavy that only 
people with means can afford to drive 
them; people who can pay for damages 
they may cause. 

In this country, where cars of sorts are 
cheap, and taxes relatively low, the pro- 
portion of cars to population is much 
higher. Here people of small means are 
able to own and drive cars. It is even 
hinted that cars are sometimes driven by 
people who do not own them, but have 
bought them on the instalment plan! 

The proposal that every car should 
carry insurance sufficient to meet any 
damage claim that is likely to be lodged 


against it because of an accident is an emi- | 


nently fair one. Without such insurance, 
what recourse has a person who is run 
down in the street by a driver who is un- 
able to pay hospital bills and damage 
claims? And why should the owner of 4 
kn car have to keep it insured to the 
imit in order to protect himself in case 
it is smashed to pieces by a driver from 
whom it is impossible to collect? 


THE DRIFT OF SETTLEMENT 


“The last, best West” is filling up. 
Last year more than 4500 homesteads and 
soldier grants were filed on in the 
Edmonton land office. This represents 
more than 700,000 acres of raw land that 
is put in line for cultivation. 

In no other part of Canada was there 
a corresponding extension of settlement 
such as occurred in central and northern 
\Iberta. In no other section can there 
be a corresponding extension next year, 
or for the years to follow. Wild land is 
not available in either of the other 
prairie provinces in any quantity suf- 
ficient to rival the known agricultural 
areas in the northern half of Alberta 

_ which are still open to settlers. J 

The West has been settled from the 
east and the south. Naturally, Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan and southern Alberta 
drew the great mass of homesteaders 
while there were homesteads there within 
reasonable distance of railways. Those 
areas have been occupied. The drift 

mow is, and must be, northward to the 
country that lies beyond Edmonton. 

Alberta is now being compensated, and 
will continue to reap compensation, 

for the courage which the people of the 
vince showed in driving railway lines 
to the northern districts. The program

of extensions to these lines, which has 
been announced, will further stimulate 
the northward movement. It may easily 
be that more land will be homesteaded 
north of Edmonton this year than was 
filed on last year. , 
Edmonton should, as a result of these 
changed conditions, grow more rapidly 
during the next decade than any other 
city in western Canada. Hitherto it has 
been handicapped because only a trifling 
fraction of the cultivable land in the north 
had been brought under crop, while the 
tributary areas of rival cities had about 
reached their maximum production. That 
handicap will disappear as settlers spread 
over the fertile tracts of the northland, 
and Edmonton will come into its own.

A man Will insult and sbuse his wife and treat her worse than he would 
treat a dog end never even suspect that she resents his conduct. A man will 
philander around for 30 years with other women and then, when he is old 
and tired and broken, he will expect his wife to receive him back with open 
arms and tears of joy when he returns to the domestic fold. A man gets the 
shock and surprise of his life when he finds out that his wife's memory 
doesn't automatically blot out all recollections of his ee eet and enable 
her to keep undiminished trust in him, no matter how unfaithful he has been.
